China to free 3 Americans 


WASHINGTON (AP) -John Thomas 


Downey, jailed on spy charges by 
Chinese Communists for nearly half his 
life, will be given his freedom Monday. 


Downey, 42, was imprisoned more 


than 20 years ago. At the time he was a 
young Yale graduate working for the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 


He is to cross the border at Hong 


Kong and head for home—the 
beneficiary of a thaw in U.S. relations 
with the Communists. 


President Nixon expressed elation 


over the release of Downey and two 
other American prisoners, the last 
known to be held in China. 


Their release was announced Friday 


at the White House with special 
emphasis on the humanitarian side. A 
bachelor, Downey is going to the bed- 
side of an aged mother so critically ill 
that doctors were unable to give her the 
good news. But to diplomats, Downey's 
release illustrates that as a result of 


Nixon's trip to China in February 1972, 
Nixon can make a personal appeal 
directly to Chou En-Lai and expect 
quick results. 


The two other Americans, Air Force 


Capt. Philip'E. Smith of Roodhouse, 111., 
and Navy Cindr. Robert J. Flynn of 
Houston, Minn., owe their freedom to 
the Vietnam ceasefire. Smith, now 36. 
was taken prisoner after he was shot 
down in the Gulf of Tonkin in 1965. 
Flynn, 35, was downed in 1967 after his 


plane strayed over the Chinese border 
with Vietnam. 


Downey has been a prisoner of the 


Chinese since November 1952 when a 
plane carrying him and Richard Fectea u 
of Lynn, Mass., was shot down over 
Manchuria during what Peking later 
described as a spy mission to supply 
Nationalist agents. 


Fecteau, who had been sentenced to 


20 years, was released before Christmas 
in 1971 after serving 19 of them. 
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Talks falter at

WOUNDED KNEE, S.D. (AP) — In 


the wake of another outburst of gunfire, 
attorneys for militant Indians occupy- 
ing Wounded Knee say they would 
seek a court order today for the 
removal of federal agents surrounding 
the village. 


Negotiations to bring peace to the 


historic hamlet seized 12 days ago were 
bogged down, but more talks are 
scheduled today. 


Gunfire rattled around Wounded 


Knee for 30 minutes late Friday night.. 


A spokesman for the 250 Indians who 


have been encamped in Wounded Knee 
since Feb. 27 said the shooting started

RABAT, Morocco (AP)— The 


Moroccan government announced 
today it has nationalized foreign-owned 
agricultural land. 


Informed sources said the decree 


involves about 617,500 acres, "mostly 
owned by French citizens. 


The edict by King Hassan U was 


published in the Government Bulletin 
and went into effect Wednesday. It gave 
no details. 


The sources said a commission will 


study the question of compensation for 
the landowners and later decrees will 
set the date for the actual takeovers. 


About 400,000 acres belong to French 


citizens and the remainder to Spaniards, 


'•the sources said. Some 2,000 


landholders are affected by the decree, 
which gave no reason for the nat- 
ionalization. 


There is no estimate available for the 


value of the seized land.

iator for AIM said he will appear in U.S. 
District Court in Rapid City at 4:30 p.m. 
EST to ask that the federal blockade be 
removed. 


"No national emergency has been 


declared and the federal agents have no 
right to be there," Roubideaux told 
newsmen. 


Roubideaux and other AIM lawyers 


spent nearly 12 hours Friday trying to 
work out final terms for a peace after the 
government announced it had reached 
an agreement in principle with the 
invaders. 


Roubideaux blamed the failure of 


negotiations on the rigidity of federal 
officials. 


Roubideaux said a final resolution 


was.,almost completed when the 
government demanded that theindians - 
set a specific date for witHdrawal froirr 
the village. 


"The agreement which was almost 


reached provided for a moratorium 
(cease-fire) until 6 p.m. Monday. 
Nothing was said about a withdrawal 
date. Then the government made a 
counter-offer that would require AIM to 
withdraw on Monday," Roubideaux 
said. 


Federal officials had no comment. 
The only casualties reported thus far 


in the 12-day occupation occurred dur- 
ing a 10-minute gun battle Thursday 
night, just at the time a cease-fire went 
into effect 


Two Indians were wounded, one in 


the hand and one in the leg. 


It was at Wounded Knee in 1890 


where 146 Sioux — most of them old 
men, women and children —were killed 
by U.S. troops in the last major battle of 
the Indians wars. Thirty-one soldiers 
died in the encounter.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 


Nixon said today he will ask Congress to 
promptly restore the death penalty for 
certain federal crimes and require 
mandatory sentences of life imprison- 
ment without parole for habitual drug 
traffickers. 


In a nationwide radio address 


disclosing the tough legislative package 
he will send to Capitol Hill next week, 
the chief executive opposed legalizing 
the possession and use of marijuana. 


The President said his proposals will 


revise the entire federal criminal code 
and "give us tougher penalties and 
stronger weapons in the war against 
dangerous drugs and organized crime." 


"It will substantially raise current 


limits on monetary fines and it will 
restrict the present absurd use of the 
insanity defense," Nixon added. 


He disclosed that Atty. Gen. Richard 


Kleindienst has drafted a law restoring 
the death penalty for certain federal 
crimes "consistent with the Supreme 
Court's recent decision..." 


The high court, in a 5 to 4 decision last 


June, ruled that the death penalty, as it 
is imposed under current law, is un- 
constitutional. 


Nixon gave only scant detail on his 


proposal, saying it "will provide capital 
punishment for cases of murder over 
which the federal government has 
jurisdiction, and for treason and other 
war-related crimes." 


The President said he is personally 


convinced that "the death penalty can 
be an effective deterrent against 
specific crimes." 


It is "not a deterrent so long as there 


is doubt whether it can be applied," 
Nixon said, adding that "the law I 
propose would remove this doubt:" 


"The potential criminal will know 


that if his intended victims die, he may 
also die," he continued. 


"The hijacker, the kidnapper, the 


man who throws a fire bomb, the con- 
vict who attacks a prison guard, the 
person who assaults an officer of the 
law, all will know that they may pay 
with their own lives for any lives that 
they take." 


Nixon said he had directed Klein- 


dienst to submit the death penalty stat- 
ute as a separate proposal "so that 


Congress can act rapidly" while studyi- 
ng other parts of his legislative package. 


He said the package would include 


tough new laws for narcotics violators 
and will make it more difficult for sus- 
pected heroin pushers to be freed on 
bail. 
^ 


The legislation, Nixon said, would 


require a minimum fiveyear sentence 
"for anyone convicted of selling 
heroin;" a minimum sentence of 10 
years to life "for major traffickers in 
drugs." And, for offenders with a prior 
conviction for a drug felony, "it will 
require life imprisonment without 
parole." 


"This is tough legislation," he said, 


"but we must settle for nothing less. The 
time has come for soft-headed judges 
and probation officers to show as much 
concern for the rights of innocent vic- 
tims of crime as they do for the rights of 
convicted criminals." 


As for marijuana, Nixon cited recent 


proposals to legalize its possession and 
use, but declared his opposition. 


He said he hopes states will make 


sanctions "against the use of marijuana 
more uniform, more reasonable." Then 
he added: 


"But there must continue to be 


criminal sanctions against the posses- 
sion, sale or use of marijuana." 


In the noon-hour radio address he 


taped at the White House before head- 
ing to his Camp David, Md., retreat on 
Friday, Nixon repeated his budget 
proposals for treatment and rehabilitat- 
ion of drug addicts and said he wants to 
increase federal aid to local law enfor- 
cement from Si billion to S1.2 billion. 


Throughout the address, Nixon hit 


hard on the permissiveness he said 
encourages crime. 


"When we fail to make the criminal 


pay for his crime, we encourage him to 
think that crime will pay," he said. 


And, referring to a phrase that played 


a prominent role in political campaigns 
during recent years, he declared: 


"There are those who say that law 


and order are just code words for 
repression and bigotry. That is 
dangerous nonsense. Law and order are 
code words for goodness and decency in 
America."

Arline Mathews, a commercial 
artist. "It's moving so fast it's amazing."

to at least five friends out of state. 


"People all over the country tel! us 


they've been wanting to do something

The land developer is Walter T. Dun- 


can of San Antonio, who put himself 
near the top of 1972's political donor list 
even as he faced increasing financial, 
legal and governmental troubles. 


Allen, in his letter to chief fund-raiser 


Maurice Stans, identified himself as the 


source of four checks totaling $89,000 
which came to the Committee for the 
Re-Election of the President from a 
Mexico City lawyer. 


After passing through the hands of 


committee counsel G. Gordon Liddy, 
Ihechecks wound up in the Miami bank 
account of Bernard L, Barker. 


Liddy was convicted and Barker 


pleaded guilty in connection with the 
June 17 Watergate break-in at 
Democratic National headquarters. The 
incident is under investigation by a 
Senate committee.

Riley, were sleeping in a metal frame 
bed when the roof collapsed 


"It seemed like we lay for hours in the 


rain before they could get us out, the 
elder Riley said.

WAUSAU, Wis. (AP) — Calling the 


no-fault insurance proposal of the State 
Bar of Wisconsin a no-fault law "is 
misleading and deceptive," an execut- 
ive of Employers Insurance of Wausau 
told a legislative hearing Friday. 


The bar proposal is "nothing more 


than compulsory accident insurance 
limited to automobile accident cases," 
Roland Wendorff, general counsel for 
the insurance firm, said. 


He testified before a hearing by the 


Senate Judiciary and Insurance Com- 
mittee that attracted about ]50persons. 


"The only way to get rid of inef- 


ficiency in the present system is to get 
more premium dollars to the injured 
party," Wendorff said. "We have to 
eliminate the nonserious cases where 
the insurance companies pay more than 
the case is worth in order to settle out of 
court" 


But Richard Tinkham of Wausau, 


appearing for the bar in favor of its bill, 
said it would provide quick, out of court 
settlement for about 90 per cent of small 


personal injury actions without services 
of a lawyer. 


He criticized the threshold concept of 


the governors NoFault Legislative Ad- 
visory Committee proposal, and said it 
would be more expensive than the bar 
association plan. 


The task force plan would provide 


that persons could not file lawsuits 
unless medical expenses from one ac- 
cident exceeded $1,000 or there was 
disfigurement or disability, but 
Tinkham called threshold an "artificial 
barrier." 


It will "encourage persons to go 


around to different doctors building up 
medical expenses to 51,000," he said. 


State Sen. William Bablitch, D- 


Stevens Point, and Wendorff disagreed. 


Both said a threshold would save 


money because small claims would be 
barred from litigation. 


The bar association proposal would 


promote litigation and "continue the 
practice of forcing insurance companies 
to make expensive payments in 
nonserious cases," Wendorff said.

It also will function as a part of the 


National Pork Producers Association, 
the umbrella organization which once 
sponsored the Northeast organization. 


Robert Griffiths, route 2, Black 


Creek, was elected president of the 
county organization. He said a mem- 
bership drive March 19-23 will attempt 
to strengthen the organization. 


The split-up of the 15-county 


Northeast group was good, he said. "It 
was the right thing to do, I think we can 
accomplish much more as a county 
group than we did as the Northeast." 


The infant county organization has 


an estimated 60 members and hopes to 
secure at least 25 more by the end of the 
month, he said. 


He said major activities will not be 


pushed during 1972 as the organization 
forms, but said it may be active during 
the Outagamie County Fair.

Froehlich bill 
would protect 
broadcast firms 


A bill supported by U.S. Rep. Harold 


Froehlich, R-Appleton, would give the 
Federal Communications Commission 
authority that the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled two years ago the FCC now lacks. 


It also would give radio and 


television broadcast firms greater 
security against having their licenses 
revoked. 


Froehlich is a co-sponsor of the bill 


which would give the present holder of 
a broadcast license preference over 
competing license-seekers when the 
present holder has shown "good faith" 
in efforts to serve the community. 


The Supreme Court ruled,in June, 


1971, that an FCC policy which then 
favored present license-holders went 
beyond authority granted by Congress 
in the Communications Act of 1934. 


Froehlich said Congress must act to 


clarify licensing procedures upset by 
the ruling, "Otherwise every licensee is 
open to harassment by any group that 
wishes to obtain a license. He said 
license renewal procedures "should 
encourage continuity" when the 
license-holder has "substantially met 
the needs and interests of the com- 
munity." 


Besides favoring renewal of the 


present licensee's broadcast permit 
when he has met those conditions, the 
bill would grant licenses for five years 
rather than the present three-year 
term, after which renewal proceedings 
are mandatory.

Few board members oppose 
such a system—at least outwardly—but 
opponents voice reservations about the 


pace and direction being taken by the 
zoning committee. 


Other major items on the agenda for 


the March session, which gets under 
way at 9.30 a.m. in the board room at 
the courthouse, include steps toward 
building a new terminal building at the 
county airport, a recommendation 
from the board of social services to 
upgrade the director's assistant in the

and 


proposals to sell several parcels of land 
acquired through tax delinquency. 


The board's airport committee has 


received a scale model and preliminary 
plans for the terminal structure, and

$420,000.

devouring what small food supply 
existed. Residents of Somoto them- 
selves were quite desperate for food 
because of s severe draught, and star- 
vation was imminent 


Father Weller, who was in almost 


daily contact with his mother, Mrs. 
Arnold Wdler, by means of ham radio, 
told of his problems and begged her to 
find help for his people. 


Mrs. Weller turned to Hephner for 


help. 


He and Vennix got several programs 


under way. They both contacted seed 
companies, went to the local Future 
Farmer chapters and the county 4-H 
clubs. Many companies were contacted 
for irrigation equipment, tillers, pumps 
and engines and all contributed 
generously. 


With all this equipment, especially 


the irrigation pumps. Father Weller 
now can grow food .all year round for 
his people instead of being limited to 
one crop per year. 


Because he could purchase food in 


nearby Honduras if funds were availa- 
ble, many area residents and civic or- 
ganizations have donated money, 


Vennix reports that over 55,000 has 


been donated to date and donations still 


are coming in. The local parish mission 
society is contributing $100 monthly to 
Weller for food and supplies.

blood pressure, first aid dressings, splints, respirator, 
spine boards, stretchers, blankets and sheets.

Lent,1973:Dosomething,don't do without 
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DAY oa NIGHT

NEW YORK (AP) — The number, 


"40," recurs like a refrain in Biblical 
events and it marks the length of an 
age-old observance that Christians 
began this week —the 40 days of Lent. 


Nowadays, however, it has a different 


emphasis than it once did. Attention 
now is focused not so much on doing 
without something as on doing 
something in a positive sense to 
improve-oneself and the conditions of 
others. 


"More important than giving up 


something is giving something," the 
Rev. Dr. Albert P. Stauderman, editor of 
a denominational weekly, "The 
Lutheran," says of the general shift 
away from the older practices of fasting. 


The new approach is pointed up in 


Scripture readings used in the liturgy of 
the period, such as in Isaiah 58, which 
says that rather than dietary fasting, 
God wants justice for the oppressed and 
shared bread with the hungry. 


"Then... your healing shall spring up 


speedily.... Then you shall call, and the 
Lord will answer."

In the flood for which Noah built his 


ark, it rained for 40 days and 40 nights. 
The children of Israel wandered for 40 
years in the wilderness. Moses spent 40 
days and nights atop Mount Sinai when 
he received the 10 Commandments. 


Forty hours elapsed from the moment 


Jesus died on the cross until his hour of 


resurrection. The period of the 
resurrection appearances lasted 40 days 
before Jesus ascended into the divine 
sphere. 


The 40 days of Lent doesn't include 


Sundays, which were not "fast days" in 
the older modes of observance, when 
the emphasis was mainly on restricted 
diets and self-denial, which often took 
trivial forms such as foregoing sweets. 


The period began with "Ash Wed- 


nesday" this week, emphasizing the 
finitude of human life, people's sinful- 
ness and dependence on God, a theme 
brought out in services in which 
Catholics, Episcopalians and some 
others received a touch of ashes on the 
forehead. 


"Remember, man, you are dust, and 


unto dust you shall return," go the old 
words underlining human mortality. 
But besides pointing to human frailty, 
Lent also points to the responsibility of 
believers to share the work of their Lord 
in redemptn of the world.

Plans for publication of the 200-page 


volume — authored by 11 biblical ex- 
perts of the Lutheran, Catholic, Epis- 
copal and Reformed traditions — were 
disclosed here in late February. 


"At no period since the Reforma- 


tion," it was reported, "has such a joint 
effort on a divisive topic been possible." 


The announcement was made as 


Lutheran and Catholic theologians 
began their ninth year of doctrinal 
discussions —their 16th meeting since 
the talks were initiated in 1965 and the 
fifth dealing with the issue of papal 
primacy in relation to "Ministry and the 
Universal Church." 


The study on Peter will be published 


as a companion 
volume to the 


conclusions reached by the theologians 
after two years of deliberation on the 
controversial subject- Their formal 
findings will include a common 
statement on papal primacy, interpre- 
tative statements by each group and 
other pertinent papers. 


A preface prepared for the volume on 


"Peter in the New Testament" 
expresses the hope that it will become 
the subject of study in ecumenical dis- 


cussion groups and the text for adult 
education classes, as well as a resource 
in college classes and in seminars in 
theological schools. 


The preface is signed by the co- 


chairman of the Lutheran-Catholic 
dialogue — Dr. Paul C. Empie, former 
general secretary of the LWF's U.S.A. 
national committee, and the Most Rev. 
T. Austin Murphy, auxiliary Bishop of 
Baltimore. 


"As we approached the subject of the 


papacy in the context of the ministry 
that should be exercised toward the 
church as a whole," the preface will 
say, "we saw quickly that it would be 
essential for our task to have a 
thorough reassessment of the role of 
Peter in the New Testament according 
to modern critical scholarship. 


"We were aware that some in Chris- 


tendom question both the propriety 
and the reliability of this critical 
approach to biblical research, and we 
ourselves recognize its limitations in 
reaching final theological conclusions. 


"Nevertheless, we believed that res- 


ponsible inquiry into original source 
materials was a necessary task and 
would greatly further mutual unders- 
tanding of a central issue that has 
vexed Christian relationships over 
many centuries." 
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Gun sales declining 


Every time a prominent person in the country is shot, there is 


an outcry for tighter gun controls. When Senator Stennis was 
recently shot by a robber with a stolen handgun, even President 
Nixon, who has rather avoided the controversy, joined in. 


There is usually a countercry from organizations like the 


National Rifle Association and more wild-eyed groups who fear 


; 
that any type of gun registration or more restriction is a step on 
the way to confiscation in a Fascist or Communist plot. 


But whatever the point of view, the gun business is still 


making a healthy profit although there are indications that the 
future will show some decreases. 


In 1972 Americans spent $581.6 million on firearms and 


supplies. Of all sporting goods, firearms ranked third, behind 
photographic equipment and pleasure boats. But firearms are 
also third among the five slowest growing categories, such as 
archery equipment and bowling balls. And in the decade 
between 1960 and 1970, the increase in firearm sales was only 8.1 
per cent in comparison to 71.4 per cent for snowmobiles. 
Obviously the latter had a boom because they were relatively 
new. But winter sports equipment in general rose 19.2 per cent. 
Last year the increase for firearms was 5 per cent. 


There has been some increase in negative feelings about guns. 


At least one manufacturer of guns recognizes this by not using 
the company name associated with firearms on the skis it 
manufactures in a diversification effort. But there has been an 
increase in the purchase of hand guns in particular due to 
violence and consequent fears in the cities. The Gun Control Act 
of 1968 requires guns to be purchased in the same state the buyer 
lives and effectively bans mail order sales of hand guns. But the 
states or communities determine the local restrictions. They 
may be severe as in New York City which requires fingerprint- 
ing, two character witnesses, photographs and a waiting period 
before a permit is granted. Most areas only ask identification, no 
more stringent than youth J.D. cards. 


But according to some observers, the interest in hunting — the 


only valid reason for most gun owners to have one — is on the 
way out. Surveys indicate that the college educated are less 
interested. Manufacturers of firearms recently had a ballot? on 
the matter and almost .70 per cent said they thought hunting 
would become less important in the next five years. Such well 
known hunters as Mel Ellis, author and columnist, have 
expressed changing attitudes. While camping, skiing, including 
cross-country, and boating along with competitive sports like 
golf and tennis, continue to show appeal, even the apparent 
growth in trap and skeet shooting and target contests may not 
succeed in bolstering the gun business. 


It's impossible to determine whether attitudes developed 


during the Vietnam war and the assassinations of prominent 
Americans have meant an antipathy for guns. There has been 
considerable emphasis upon the needs of environmental pro- 
tection, and endangered species that may have affected 
opinions. Even the insistence by some organizations that 
promote hunting and shooting that conservation is the major 
aim may not counter backlash. Nor have charges that the gun is 
just an extension of an insecure man's maleness helped. 


But it doesn't appear that mere gun legislation has done much 


so far to curb the sale of guns. 


Ban on imported cat skins 


The United States agricultural attache in Caracas suspected a 


hoax. So he checked with Venezuelan ministry of agriculture 
officials about a newspaper report of a combined cat and mouse 
ranch operation to be set up in the remote northwest. 


"We were told that not only is it a legitimate enterprise, but 


the director of livestock programs was starting an operation to 
raise burros for their skins." So the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture joined those protesting any importation of cat skins 
into the United States for the lucrative fur coat trade. 


Of course it was a hoax, part of the Venezuelan version of 


April Fool's Day which falls on December 28. But Representative 
Glenn Anderson of California introduced a bill into Congress to 
ban the importation of cat hides. Rumors that the mice being 
raised to feed the cats might also contribute their heads for tie 
clips or paws for good luck charms raised more fury among 
animal lovers. 


The episode brings up the question of why Americans become 


upset about the idea of slaughtering cats for their skins but shed 
no tears for mink or foxes. There is an outcry about the killing of 
wild animals, especially endangered species, for their fur, but 
there have been no demonstrations about the currently popular 
sheepskin linings to jackets or the use of pigskin wallets. Little 
lambs are pretty cute and some people say piglets make fine 
housepets. And what about those ducklings, or beef steaks and 
cute little cornish game hens served up on hot platters? 


Outcries against the killing of other creatures depends pretty 


much upon the way we've been conditioned. Which brings to 
mind, now that neither side in Northern Ireland accepts 
reasonable solutions, Jonathan Swift's modest proposal to solve 
the Nineteenth Century Irish problem. 


The puddle season 


This is the season poet e.e. cumrnings called "puddle-wonder- 


.ful." 


Mothers may not agree with the poet about the wonderful 


part. But their children do and that is the trouble. 


Puddles are to walk through, not around. Thin ice is for 


stomping. Mud is for squishing — through toes when the 
weather is warm but with whatever is on one's feet otherwise. 
Water is for splashing and it doesn't really matter what gets in 
the way. In fact a child who arrives home all dry and unspattered 
these days must be sick. 


Mothers may bemoan the laundry load, the mud tracked in, 


the boots that don't dry overnight, the threat of chills and fever. 
But the puddles of spring are a sign of the end of winter, the 
burgeoning of new life, of freedom from ice shackles, of 
everything that is young and fresh, aimless and growing. 


Why shouldn't children have a special affinity for puddles?

Expansion of cabinet has drawbacks 


MADISON —The Democratic state adminis- 


tration has thus far dominated the discussion 
about its far-reaching proposal to install what it 
ch'ooses to describe as the "cabinet" system of 
state administration. If enacted, it would put 
into the hands of future governors more power 
than any of their predecessors ever had withou t 
regard to the growth of governmental services 
in recent times. 


Gov. Patrick Lucey has repeatedly shown his 


reservations, and some resentment, about 
government by "bureaucracy" as he calls it. He 
argues that the major services ought to be 
directly accountable to the elected executive 
who in turn is supposed to be responsible to the 
voters who entrusted him with authority. 


He has some advantage of precedent to the 


extent that the so-called Kellett reorganization 
act five years ago tentatively introduced the 
principle that major departments should be run 
by men of the governor's choice who %vould be 
expected to be replaced when the governor 
retires or is defeated. There is presumably some 
advantage also in the fact that those '"secre- 
tariats" thus far created have been functioning 
satisfactorily, or at the least, without overt 
public criticism. 


Not policy - makers 


But it is important to remember that the 


"cabinet secretaries" now running agencies as 
the direct representatives of the governor and 


holding office at his "pleasure," as the low 
euphemistically puts it, are basically ministerial 
officers. They are not policy-makers in the 
usual 
sense. 
They 
are administrative 


housekeepers, for the most part, which is why 
they were chosen for the Kellett experiment 
and why there was no special complaint about 
putting them under indefinite tenure when the 
Kellett act was passed. 


The requested expansion of the "cabinet" 


idea embraces agencies with far more in- 
dependent powers, involving an infinitely 
broader variety of interests and constituencies, 
and containing, perhaps, more reason for ob- 
servant citizens to wonder if it is altogether 
prudent to put them under the immediate 
control of the governor. 


On such questions, the thoughtful citizen 


tries to remember that the governorship is a 
temporary office. Its occupants are highly 
transient. What may be acceptable today under 
Mr. Lucey, may be quite unacceptable at 
another time. What is acceptable to the 
Democrats may not 
be 
desirable 
to 


Republicans, and vice versa. 


The major agencies that Lucey would now 


put directly under the thumb of the executive 
office are Natural Resources, Industry, Labor 
and Human Relations, and Health and Public 
Services. There won't be much quarrel with the 
idea that the governor's man could run a park 


system, or an employment service, or even a 
hospital. But there are also broad, various and 
vital quasi-legislative powers involved, as in 
pollution ordinances (not to mention the 
violate questors of fish and game) public 
health, the relations of employer and employes, 
as examples. 


Continuity has value 


For many decades the state has upheld the 


idea that continuity of policy and purpose has a 
value, and that the role of these powerful 
departments should not be changed, or their 
purposes flutter, with each shift of the political 
winds. Each of them has broad authority vested 
by acts of legislatures which felt they were 
unable to handle such complexities through 
statute law. 


Insufficiently acknowledged, moreover, in 


the opinion of those who view the Lucey plan 
with reservations, is that the role of the gover- 
nor has substantially grown with the four-year 
term. In most cases the governor can take over 
voting control of such boards and commissions 
during his first term, if he desires. 


Indeed, Mr. Lucey has already named men to 


the Board of Natural Resources, as a 
convenient example, who have not yet shown 
on the record that they differ significantly in 
purpose or action from seatmates who were 
chosen by Warren Knowles a few years earlier. /

Canal dispute is 
due for airing

PANAMA CITY (AP) — When the 


U.N. Security Council convenes here 
March 15 for its first meeting in Latin 
America, one of the surest topics of 
discussion will be the U.S. presence in 
the Panama Canal Zone, 


Rules of the United Nations prohibit 


formal security council debate on 
purely bilateral matters, unless world 
peace is threatened. But Panama's 
negotiations with the United States on 
a new canal treaty will certainly be one 
of the unofficial topics during the 
week-long session. 


Since 1903, the United States has had 


control over the canal, a strip 10 miles 
wide and 50 miles long. The pact said 
that the United States -would have 
control and jurisdiction over the zone 
forever. 


The treaty, signed when the Republic 


of Panama was only two weeks old, has 
been a source of friction between 
Panama and the United States for more 
than half a century. 


Negotiations are underway for a new 


pact which Panama hopes will give it 
sovereignty and junsdiclional control 
over the zone. Panama also hopes to 
eliminate the UJS. military presence in 
the zone. About 40,000 members of the 
U.S. armed forces are stationed in the 
zone which also serves as military 
headquarters for all U.S. operations in 
Latin America, 


Anti-American riots erupted in 


Panama in 1956 and 1964. The 1964 


outbreak resulted in the death of 22 
Panamanians and four Americans. As a 
result, Panama severed diplomatic 
relations with Washington. 


Later the two governments nego- 


tiated new draft treaties covering the 
canal itself, but neither government 
ever ratified the drafts and Brig. Gen. 
Omar Torrijos rejected them after 
taking power in a military coup on Oct. 
13,1968. 


Since taking over. Torrijos has been 


hammering at the United States, telling 
his countrymen that Panama will settle 
for nothing less than complete juris- 
diction and sovereignty over the zone. 


The United States now pays Panama 


$1.9 million a year toward operation of 
the canal. 


Panama has sought support from the 


nonaligned nations of the "Third 
World" in an attempt to win 
sovereignty over the zone. Many ob- 
servers regard Panama's invitalion too 
for the security council to meet here as 
an attempt to embarrass the United 
States. 


Mr. Fred Friendly, Professor of Jour- 


nalism, Consultant to the Ford Foun- 
dation, and the orginator of a TV 
documentary, has delivered a most 
provocative speech, in which he says it 
flatly and simply that the Nixon Ad- 
ministration is out to censor the news, 
that it has discovered a way of doing 
this, that its instrument is Dr. Clay 
Whitehead, the head of the White 
House telecommunications office, and 
that most broadcasters are poltroons. A 
few observations: 


1. It has been the rule ever since the 


Federal Communications Act was 
passed that owners of radio licenses 
need to reapply for said licenses every 
three years. In the application for 
renewal it is the practice of a broad- 
caster to go on quite incontinently 
about the virtues of said broadcaster, to 
describe the great benefits that inure to 
the "community as the result of his 
administration of the facility, and so on. 


Entire industry upset 


Now up until quite recently, the 


renewal of a radio and television license 
was pretty routine. But the spirit of 
consumerism swept the country in the 
late sixties, and it happened that sitting 
on the Federal Communications Com- 
mission was Mr. Nicholas Johnson, an 
amiable Nader-type who has trouble 
sleeping at night for feaV that 
somebody, somewhere, is making 
money. As a result, one or two spec- 
tacular challenges were made, and the 
entire industry looked up from its 
boilerplate exercises in narcissism and 
began to worry. Senator Pastore of 
Rhode Island took an interest in the 
matter and proposed a law that nobody 
should be permitted to apply for 
another man's license until that license 
had been removed from him for 
delinquency. I found this proposal 
sound law and sound psychology. It is 
not appropriate to stress one's advan- 
tages as a husband over against the 
incumbent until after the divorce. But 
Senator Pastore was beaten by a lobby 
of consumerists who, having seen 
Paree, were intoxicated at the prospect 
of engaging the attention of the FCC 
and applying for choice licenses in New 
York, Boston, Los Angeles or wherever 
by the simple expedient of describing 
how much more greatly the new 
owners would serve the "community 
than the old. 


2. Along comes Mr. Whitehead. He 


clearly announces 
himself as a 


representative of Richard Milhous 
Nixon, protesting against the uniform 
bias of radio and television news. And 
he suggests a deal. If the radio and 
television stations will themselves agi- 
tate for better balanced news analysis 
from the networks, then the adminis- 
tration will support a law that stretches 
the three-year renewal period to five 
years. 


Now Mr. Friendly and a great many 


others are quite incensed by this 
maneuver. It is their position that the 
White House is in fact saying to the 
individual station owner: look, the 
news you are getting out of New York 
and Washington from 
Cronkite, 


Sevareid, Brinkley, et al, is slanted 
(Whitehead's term was "ideological 
plugola"). Now under the Fairness 
Doctrine, it is your responsibility to see 
that there is substantial expression of 
opposing views. If you fail to exercise 
pressure on New York and Washing- 
ton, we will not guarantee that your 
station licenses will be renewed. 


And of course if the threat is that 


plain spoken, then Mr. Friendly is right, 
the networks would perish from this 
earth. At least that part of the network 
news that is not devoted to golf 
matches or coronations. 


3. What 1 wonder, however, is why 


Mr, Friendly and his associates have

They quite rightly warn that if any 
broadcaster goes to embarrassing 
lengths to endear himself with the 
Nixon Administration, he is going to be 
an especially conspicuous target for a 
post-Nixon-Administration, and all that 
will result from the mess is a thorough 
politicalization of the news —that or an 
avoidance of it so meticulous as in 
effect to destroy broadcast journalism. 


But surely Mr. Friendly has failed to 


single out the truly solid institutional 
solution — which is to let out the 
licenses permanently. It is their 
periodic exposure to the travails of 
renewal that is the club, available to the 
politicians, through which to express 
their displeasure. Professor Milton 
Friedman gave the recommendation 
years ago: let the current owners 
amortize their stations, then let the 
frequencies be sold at public auction — 
permanently. And, a most important 
concomitant — let no one stand in the 
way of the development of cable 
television, or pay TV. That way Eric 
Sevareid could be as biased as he likes, 
and it is nobody's business but his, his 
employer's and the people who tune 
him on —or off.

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Secret papers useless 
to enemy, Bundy says 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - McGeorge 


Bundy, who helped shape U.S. policies 
in Vietnam, says the North Vietnamese 
had secrets "coming out of their ears" 
by the time Daniel Ellsberg and 
.Anthony Russo copied the Pentagon 
papers. 


He said the enemy would have 


realized that the papers told useless 
secrets of the Johnson administration, 
which no longer was running the war in 
1969, the year Richard Nixon took office 
and Ellsberg and Russo copied the top 
secret Pentagon study of the Vietnam 
war. 


"There is no way of predicting the 


behavior of President Nixon from a 
close study of President Johnson," 


Bundy testified Friday before the jury 
hearing government charges of es- 
pionage, conspiracy and theft against 
Ellsberg and Russo. 


The bespectacled defense witness, 


who served as an adviser to both 
Presidents John F. Kennedy and Lyn- 
don B. Johnson, said release of three 
volumes of the study could not have 
harmed the United States in 1969 nor 
given an advantage to an enemy. 


"It was because they had a very 


extensive intelligence operation going 
on that this material would be of mar- 
ginal interests. My opinion is that they 
had this kind of information coming out 
of their ears," Bundy testified during 
cross-examination. 


$72 million change in C5 
concealed, Aspin charges 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The cost to 


correct problems in the C5 plane rose 
S95 million from mid-1971 to mid-1972 
but the Air Force "tried to cover up the 
seriousness of the situation by not 
reporting S72 million" of this to 
Congress, Rep. Les Aspin, D-Wis., said 
Friday. 


'This new $95 million cost overrun is 


just one more sign that the C5 is 
probably one of the worst procurement 
disasters ever foisted on the American 
taxpayer," Aspin said in a statement as 


he released an SOpage General Ac- 
counting Office staff study of the 
super-transport plane. 


"Every three months, the Air Force is 


required to submit a complete report to 
Congress on the cost and status of the 
C5, but did not include $72 million of the 
modifications costs. 


'To top it all off, the GAO now reports 


that the Air Force may need an addit- 
ional $65 million to modify the C5 en- 
gines within several years," Aspin said.

Study backs 
consistency 
of penalties 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) — A reclas- 


sification of criminal penalties aimed at 
providing some consistency to those for 
similar crimes was suggested by a study 
committee Friday, but abortion was not 
included. 


Five classes of felonies would be 


established under the bill. The top class, 
for example, would consist of first 
degree murder, kidnaping for profit and 
treason and would carry a life sentence. 
The second class would consist of such 
crimes as second degree murder, kid- 
naping, arson, armed robbery and rape 
and carry a maximum prison term of 20 
years. There would also be three classes 
of misdemean ors. 


Orlan Prestegard, staff attorney for 


the Legislative Council's Committee on 
Criminal Penalties, said the abortion 
issue was skirted because of recent 
court decisions. 


"The committee felt they might 


completely endanger the draft (of the 
bill) if they tried to deal with the abor- 
tion question," he said. 


The committee's recommendation to 


the full Legislative Council covers the 
penalties in the state criminal code, 
which comprises about 25 per cent of a!! 
criminal penalties m the statutes. 


The panel, headed by state Sen. Fred 


Risser, D-Madison, plans to seek more 
time from the council for its study so it 
can undertake reclassicifaction of 
crimes and penalties outside the code.

trong, 27, throughout his trial with 
"demonstrations when necessary," 
including one scheduled Monday at the 
school. 


Armstrong was extradited from 


Canada to Madison Thursday on an 
order charging him with murder and 
arson in connection with the 1970 
bombing of the UW Army- Math 
Research Center in which a researcher 
was killed. / 


Armstrong, being held in Dane 


County Jail under $450,000 bail, is also 
charged with three other counts of 
arson in connection with firebombings 
at separate campus buildings. 


Newman said Milwaukee attorney 


William Coffey is expected to join 
Madison lawyer Melvin Greenberg in 
defending Armstrong. He said there had 
been no word from Chicago Seven 
defense attorney William Kunstler of 
New York, who had indicated after 
•Armstrong's arrest that he would help 
in the case. 
Botulism found 
in mushrooms 


WASHINGTON (AP) —The Food and 


Drug Administration Friday said it had 
found botulinum spores in one code of 
mushrooms produced by Fred 
Mushrooms Products Co., South 
Lebanon, Ohio. 


The FDA said the company was 


recalling many of its products. 


The FDA said Thursday it had found 


swollen cans of the firm's products on 
retail shelves, but also that there was no 
evidence of botulinum. 


The FDA said Friday, however, that 


tests showed the presence of botulinum 
toxin in a sample of four-ounce cans of 
Fred's Fresh Grown pieces and stems 
mushrooms with the code number 
SW364. 


Distribution of the firm's products, 


the FDA said, is essentially nationwide. 
It said the firm's records indicate that 
mushrooms also were packed under at 
least three private labels, many of which 
are being recalled. They are Deerwood, 
packed for U.B.C., Inc., of Chicago; 
Fame, packed for Super Foods Services, 
Bellefontaine, Ohio, and Vassar, Mich., 
and packed for Fame Market Corp., 
Sayton, Ohio; and Sentry products, 
packed for Sentry Foods, Waukesha 
Wis. 


It also said that cans of Fred's steak 


sauce and mushrooms in brown gravy 
also were being recalled. 


But it said some products of the firm 


were packed at a different plant and 
were not involved in the recall. These, 
the FDA said, include Fred's Button 
mushrooms, which also come under 
Fame and Deerwood labels; Fred's 
whole mushrooms and Fred's whole 
slices in glass containers.

Neck arthritis could 
cause numb hands 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have frequent 


numbness in my hands, sometimes 
greater in one but not necessarily in the 
same hand each time. 


It also seems more pronounced in my 


thumb and first two fingers. Sometimes 
there is a dull ache near the elbow, 
other times near the wrist. 


The numbness increases when I raise 


my hands or hold any vibrating item — 
lawn mower, steering wheel, etc. Many 
times I have to find a precise location 
for my arms in order to sleep without 
the numbness or aching. 


I am in my middle 50s, active and 


otherwise in good health. Can this 
problem be lessened by exercise, diet or 
other means?—A.K. 


Numbness of the type you describe 


(which is rather common at your age) 
could originate in the neck, and it often 
(does. 


The explanation: Nerves leading 


down the arms to hands and fingers 
originate in the neck, where the nerve 
fibers emerge from the spine. 


If pressure is exerted on these nerves 


in the neck it can distort the reaction of 
the nerves anywhere along the way— 
numbness in hands and fingers, some- 
times pain or tingling in other areas 
between. In your case, elbows and. 
wrists. 


Arthritis in the neck is a possible 


cause—there has been some change in 
the size and shape of the bones in the 
neck. Or sheer poor posture can be 
involved. Do you slouch and "lead with 
your chin?" It is possible, of course, for 
pressure on the nerve to be elsewhere, 
perhaps in the shoulder, but the neck is 
the first place to look, so X rays are in 
order. 


Since the numbness stops if you find 


the right way to place your arms when 
you sleep, that would indicate that 
there is enough room for the nerve 
fibers when you are in the right posi- 
tion. 


After X-rays, your doctor can sug- 


gest the proper course. Maybe improv- 
ing posture will be sufficient. Perhaps 
you'll need something more. In many 
cases, periodic neck traction (which 


your doctor can show you how to do at 
home) keeps the neck bones separated 
enough so the nerve isn't put under 
pressure. 


But diet and exercise won't help. 
A very similar problem of numbness, 


but in the hands, can be what is known 
as the carpal tunnel syndrome. In that 
case, the nerves are under pressure in 
the "tunnel" in which they pass 
through the wrist. If so, just flexing 
your wrist for a minute or two will 
bring on the discomfort. Position of the 
arms is not the significant factor there. 
That trouble can be relieved by surgery, 
occasionally by other means. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am past 60 and 


under my tongue the connecting tissue 
or "cord" which holds the tongue down 
has become as thin as a fine thread. Is 
there danger of it giving way or "wear- 
ing out?"—Mrs. M. 


The tissue may appear unduly thin to 


you, but it will neither give way nor 
"wear out." 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am 35, a 


woman who has been knock-kneed all 
my life. In recent years I have gained 
considerable weight and a good deal of 
it is concentrated in the knee area 
which makes me appear even more 
knock-kneed. Is there any type of sur- 
gery or treatment that can correct 
this?— P.J.R. 


Fat pads do form around the knees of 


some people. Surgery is not the answer. 
At your age you cannot change the 
bone contour. But weight reduction 
will help. 


Arthritis sufferers can be helped.

Food stamps explored

OSHKOSH —Toying with the idea of 


replacing the surplus commodities 
program with food stamps, 
the 


'Winnebago County Board of Social 
Services Thursday authorized welfare 
director Norman Whitford to gather 
comparative information from other 
counties for presentation at a joint 
meeting next month. 


The board called for the study after 


Whitford said a group of elderly welfare 
recipients had asked to meet with the 
board to dusciss the merits of food 
stamps. 


The prospect met with an favorable 


response from Supv. Robert Putzer, 
Oshkosh, board chairman, who said his 
enthusiasm for the food stamp program 
had remained high for years but that 
former social services boards had al- 
ways succeeded in quelling it. 


Whitford noted recently that the 


amount of food distributed had taken a 
sharp dip because clients were taking 
less. He speculated that the reason for 
the drop off was that the desirable 
foods such as meats and cheese were no 
longer available. 


Instead of canned pork, which was 


once commonplace, recipients find now 
they have only chicken and a product 
similar to Spam to choose from, he said. 
The fruits and vegetables selections 
have also worsened, he said. 


Whitford suggested that the lack of 


meat commodities was directly related 


to skyrocketing meat prices nation- 
wide. The federal government won't 
supply meats under the surplus food 
program because they buy in such large 
quantities that this would tend to force 
meat prices still higher for the general 
public, Whitford said. 


Complicating the plight of some 


senior welfare recipients, Whitford 
said, is a bill pending before Congress 
that would make Old Age Assistance 
recipients ineligible for either food 
stamps or surplus commodities. 


Financially, Whitford said, the 


county would do well to consider the 
food stamp program, since it is reim- 
bursed better than surplus commodi- 
ties. The cost to the county is less, he 
said, and the same amount budgeted 
for commodities could adequately 
handle the food stamp program. 


But he was quick to add_that any 


additional personnel who might be 
needed to administer the food stamp 
program could cause a financial pinch. 
Whitford cited the uproar experienced 
in Outa'gamie County when it switched 
to food stamps. 


Currently, a case aid is responsible 


for the surplus commodities program in 
the county and the work involved only 
consumes part of her time, Whitford 
said. 


In unrelated business Thursday, the 


board was advised that about one-half 
of the 80-member social services staff 
were opposed to the continuation of a 
program by which one staff member 


per week voluntarily makes himself 
available to be on call 24 hours per day 
to take emergency telephone calls from 
recipients. 


The service, which was initiated two 


years ago through Tel-Sec Inc., has cost 
the county $36 per month, and that 
price was raised recently, Whitford 
said. 


Social workers object because "90 


per cent or better of the calls" are not 
true emergencies, Asst. Director 
Ronald Reetz said. He said that a high 
percentage of the calls deal with topics 
which in the minds of staff members 
could wait until after the weekend. 


Clients with problems are 
en- 


couraged to call their own social 
workers, Whitford said, adding that the 
Tel-Sec program was strictly -a volun- 
tary one and carried out on an rotating 
duty basis. One staff member might be 
expected to be on 24-hour call for one 
week, just two weeks out of'the year, 
he said. 


Reetz, who said the subject was the 


topic of a recent staff meeting, said a 
study showed that in one recent five 
week period, 60 telephone calls were 
received by staff members on call. 


In other action, the board was told 


that the teletype hookup became 
operable Wednesday. The system 
eliminates the heed for many long dis- 
tance telephone calls by hooking up 
individual social services departments 
in the state with one another and the 
headquarters in Madison.
